TRUSTEES OF NEW BOSTON CEMETERY, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1876. 


Fellow-Citizens :—Each year we feel you have an increased 
interest: in the care of the Cemetery, as those years each gather 
new victims from the circle of the loved and respected to the 
side of the loved ones before borne to their last resting-place, 
and to which, probably, most of us in turn expect to be carried. 
We have sought, the past year, to economize in expenditures, 
yet we never wish to be behind in such improvements as you 
would desire and sustain. We lengthened the old Hearse-House 
sufficient for the comfortable reception of the hearse, and laid 
out only so little as would keep it along till, we hope, you may 
authorize a more modern and convenient house. The roadway 
around the old yard is now complete, and is of much utility to 
both the old and new grounds. It would be desirable, if possi- 
ble, to lay out two or three, or at least one, path through the old 
yard, for processions and visitors to pass over, rather than over 
graves, as at present is a necessity. We earnestly suggest that 
all having friends already interred in the old yard, who see that 
it is highly improbable that, in the crowded state of the grounds, 
_ any desirable lot can be made there, to take up a new lot and 
remoye friends from the old yard, before making further outlay 
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where it will be unsatisfactory to them and to others. We find 
it a frequent source of annoyance and dispute, and almost una- 
voidably an infringement, for one to take in enough, in the 
already over-crowded old yard, to make a passable lot; and 
some, who have by themselves staked out a lot there, we feel, in 
acting in your interest, we must forbid thus to occupy. Addi- 
tional new lots must, of necessity, be soon laid out, giving am - 
ple room for whole families. | We forbear further remarks, add- 
ing only the report of the Superintendent for the past year.

Your Committee, in making his report, submits the following 
for consideration, as the events of the year have suggested : 

The schools during the past year have generally been under 
the guidance of good and competent teachers, resulting in com- 
mendable progress, having been in session in every district with 
but four exceptions for at least two successive terms, and in one 
instance « third term has been added. 

We would invite the attention of parents and guardians to a 
few causes that, in our judgment, prevent our schools from being 
brought to that standard of usefulness that we have a right to 
expect of them, some of which I will enumerate. 

As soon as the teacher is engaged by the Prudential Com 
mittee you prophesy an entire failure in the teacher's efforts, 
carefully collecting as many facts, real and imaginary, as possi- 
ble about the teacher, and give them as wide publicity as you 
can before the opening of the school ; and when the school com- 


' mences, encouraging irregularity of attendance. This is, of 


course, the best done by you. And if a teacher corrects your 
children, you take them out cf school immediately, withdrawing 
all sympathy from the teacher, listening to all the stories from 
the pupils against him, taking for truth everythin ge you hear, 
asking no questions for conscience’s sake. 

In correcting many of these errors we suggest, lst: Do jus- 
tice at your annual school meetings. Attend them as you do 
your State elections, but be sure and leave all personal feuds 
out ; overlooking all antagonistic feelings, let all heartily co- 
operate in promoting a common cause. Officers should be 


- chosen who are known to feel an interest in school affairs, and 


who are willing to take the necessary time to perform all their 
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duties faithfully and well. 2d. The services of competent 
teachers must be secured, teachers, who have peculiar talent for 
teaching, judgment, patience, evenness of temper, decision of 
character, and correct moral deportment,—all of which are 
among the essential qualifications of the successful teacher. 


With regard to learning, a thorough, practical understanding of. 


the branches pursued in the common schools is, to say the least, 
indispensable. Finally, when you have these qualities secured 
in a teacher, give him your whole support, by frequently visiting 
the school-room, showing by unmistakable evidence that you as 
parents have an interest there, and are willing to share with the 
_ teachers the responsibilities in the proper care of that interest. 
Correct some of the evils that have their origin in the adminis- 
tration of your district affairs, and you are taking one important 
step towards placing our schools on a more substantial basis. 
Then, again, we have too many 


TEXT - BOOKS. 


Too many varieties treating on the same subject. Particularly 
was this true of Geographies, and still is none the less true of 
Arithmetics,—books from all known authors. It must be ap- 
parent to every one that this is a serious evil, and must be re- 
moved. The Committee chose to take but one step in this’ mat- 
ter, and that was in the direction of creating a uniformity in 
Geographies, which was done after consulting many of the best 
educators of the State, including the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Mr. Simonds. We are glad to know (as we believe 
our schools will prove in the future) that itvis the universal 


opinion of our teachers that Warren’s ew Series is the best — 


adapted to our schools. 


We trust that our successor will give early attention to the 4 
Arithmetics, there being six different series in use. Also let me — 
call your attention to the suggestions of some of our best teach-_ 


ers in town to a change of the Granimars now in use to Kerl’s 
or Swinton’s shorter course. 

Your Committee has introduced but one new book, namely, 
Barnes’s United States History, and that to only a limited ex- 
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tent, as but few scholars make United States history a study. 
In this connection let me say that, in our belief a majority of 
our young men, when they cast their first ballot, have never 
studied the history of the United States. Is this as it should 
be? Is it not preper that our youth should learn something of 
the discoverers and explorers of this country,—something of 
that great struggle which secured these United States to Protes- 
tant and English-speaking people,—something of the heroic en- 
durance which the fathers displayed in that seven years’ strife 
for civil liberty? Without such knowledge how is our patriotic 
love to be kept alive, our birthright appreciated, our freedom 
maintained? We have no hesitation in saying that we believe, 
in this Centennial year and all the time, of making History a 
permanent study in our common schools. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Our town has never (to her honor be it said!) so good school- 
houses as at the present time. True, we have some buildings 
where schools are kept that are no particlar ornament to the 
community in which they are located ; yet we have good reason 
to believe that in those districts where the houses have not been 
improved those interested will soon move in this matter. Let 
those who have comfortable houses keep them so; more than 
that, let them go still farther, and furnish them with some illus- 
trative apparatus which every house in town so much needs. 
You furnish your farms, your workshops and your households 
with improved labor-saving machinery, or a great loss is sus- 
tained, while your school rooms are almost entirely destitute. 
The old outline maps which a few have are defective, unreliable 
and fast becoming dilapidated. There is a great demand for 
everything that may assist in illustrating the topics that are 
daily discussed in the school-room. There are but few schools 
that have a proper supply of Blackboards (the answers to this 
question in the school registers to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing), nowhere a Globe or Dictionary, and but two have clocks or 
thermometers. Citizens of New Boston! as you value your 
own and the interest of your children, see to it at your coming 
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annual school-meetings that means are provided to furnish your 
school houses with some, if not all, of these necessary imple. 
ments. The cost is comparatively small to the results that will 
accrue. | 

Your attention is now called to the condition of the several 
schools for the year just closed. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This is a union school, New Boston with Amherst,—house 
and all of the scholars we, are led to conclude, in the latter 
place. 

DISTRICT NO. 2 


D. B. Austin, Agent. 

A fall and winter term, each taught by Miss Mary Campbell. 
Scholars mostly small; very noticeable improvement in reading 
classes, as appeared at the examination at the close of the school 
year. Miss Campbell carried to the school room firmness and 
decision, blended with a respect for the rights of each scholar. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


S. K. Haptocr, Agent. . . One Term (Fall.) 

Here we were pleased to find Miss Helen A. Kelso in charge 
of a small school, but with some advanced scholars. Term 
short, but very successful, showing marked improvement in all 
branches taught. It is to be regretted this district cannot have 
longer and larger schools, with such ample accommodation of 
school-house room. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


L. W. Merriz, Agent. 

Summer Term,—Miss Mary L. Kelso, Teacher. A school of 
more than average ability ; therefore, being under the instruc- 
tion of an experienced teacher, the results were quite satisfac- 
tory. Special mention is made of improvement in als a 
second to none in town. 

Winter Term,—taught by Mr. George H. Wilkins, of Am- 
herst. ‘The examination fully endorsed the action of the dis- 
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trict in securing this teacher for the second time. The intelli- 
gence and earnestness that Mr. Wilkins displays in the school- 
room cannot fail of being appreciated by those who have the 
best interest of this school in view. ‘This teacher is now en- 
gaged with a private term in. District No. 11, with promising 
success. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Grorce A. Prince, Agent. . . Fall and Winter Terms. 

The former by Miss Laurie A. F. Reed. Scholars small ; evi- 
dently a profitable school; the teacher peculiarly qualified to 
instruct in primary departments of our schools. 

Winter ‘Term,—Miss Minnie L. Burnham, Teacher. <A good 
school; evident improvement manifested. This teacher labored 
hard for the welfare of her pupils, who for the most part appre- 
ciated her labors. We are sorry to report some, however, indis- 
posed to wholesome discipline, to their own disadvantage. * 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


- Frank A. Woops, Agent. 
This school has progressed finely, under the continued instruc- 
tion of Miss Helen A. Kelso. Scholars mostly small, but active, 
_ showing a good degree of advancement from time to time. 
Recitations in Reading, Mental Arithmetic and improvement in 
Writing very good. This was Miss Kelso’s fourth and fifth 
_ terms in connection with this school, governing ina happy man- © 
ner, always commanding the love and respect of her pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


_ Tuomas M. Hooper, Agent. 
Summer and Fali terms, each under the charge of Miss Emma 
J. Gale, of Woburn, Mass. School small, both in point of num- 
bers and ‘years; very quiet and orderly school-room,—in fact, 
_ the most so of any it has been our good fortune to meet with. 
One particularly noticeable feature in this school was thorough- 
ness, which many other schools would do well to emulate. Miss 
Gage’s object-teaching was very happily illustrated at each fina] 
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examination. Here we found samples of gymnastic training 
which we are quite sure is not demanded in our country com- 
mon schools, where the rough-and-tumble exercise of the school 
yard is open to all. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. GRADED SCHOOL. 


Cuartes Greaa, Agent. 

Primary, Summer Term,—Miss Lizzie McLane, teacher. A 
large and difficult school to successfully manage, requiring expe- 
‘rience and peculiar merit on the part of the teacher. This was 
Miss McLane’s first trial, and the appearance at its commence- 
ment indicated success. By some misunderstanding, evidently, 
we were not informed of its close, therefore cannot report 
results. , | 

Grammar School,—by Miss Ella J. Topliff, of Goffstown. 
The term commenced under favorable auspices, but closed with- 


out our knowledge. Miss Topliff has been favorably known_ 


among us as a lady and teacher. No Register returned. 
Winter Term,—Primary, under the care of Miss Sarah L. 
Cochrane ; evidently the right teacher in the right place, pos- 
sessing in aremarkable degree those qualities that go to make 
the successful school teacher. The committee is decidedly of 
the opinion that while any good teacher may be eminently suc- 
cessful in some schools, they cannot attain that success in others 
where the ages of the pupils range from five to, ten years, in a 
- school of thirty or more scholars, requiring, as it does in our 
judgment, an experienced teacher; one who is ever ready and 
happy to assist the little ones in their studies, possessing a large 
stock of patience, together with an educated judgment to de- 


termine how long it is prudent and wise to confine such young 


scholars to the quiet school room. 
At the closing examination the recitations in all the studies 


were finely rendered. Classes in mental arithmetic and geogra- — 


phy would have done honor to older scholars. 


Grammar School,—under the administration of Mr. J. Otis — 


Lyford of Concord ; a practical instructor. The examinations 


at the close of the term demonstrated the teacher's superior 
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qualification as a teacher, and the application and tfadvancement 
of the scholars rendered this a successful term—most of the 
classes showing unmistakable evidence of thorough discipline 
and practical teaching, many of the scholars of this school 
ranking among the first in town, some of whom we hope to 
hear from again as among our best teachers. We regret to 
know that with the high reputation Mr. Lyford has sustained 
heretofore that his connection with this school is likely to close 
with this term. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Grorce Harrapon, Agent. 

Summer and Fall Terms by Miss Susie McLane. This was 
Miss McLane’s first experience in teaching, and a successful one 
attended with good results, her scholars showing advancement 
in the branches taught, as appeared at the close of each term. 
Miss McLane bids fair to become one of our best teachers. 

Winter Term,—taught by Miss Sarah E. McLane, who la- 
bored hard in the interest of her school. Some of the scholars 
did not, however, avail themselves of the opportunities afforded, 
consequently the result was not what it might have been. 
Classes in reading showed evident improvement. Singing was 
practiced with pleasing effect. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


GrorcE E. Roseins, Agent. 

Union with Parker’s, Goffstown ; New Boston money expend- 
ed in the Fall; Miss Lydia W. Dodge, of New Boston, teacher 
for both terms, which is of itself a sufficient guarantee of its 
success. 


v DISTRICT NO. 11. 


D. D. Dennison, Agent. . 

One term, (Fall) in charge of Miss Lizzie A. Andrews. We 
found here but four scholars in the early part of the school, 
three only belonging to the district, which number was increased 
to ten near its close. The school was all that could be expected 

considering the irregularity of attendance. Miss Andrews is a 
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thorough scholar and wants only a_lar ger field to prove her — 
usefulness as a teacher. 


DISTRICT NO 12. 


S. Mannine, Agent. 


Union with Francestown—one term (Winter),—Miss Fannie 
C. Goodhue, teacher ; each town furnishing one scholar. In 
reporting this school we must, from the nature of the case, be 
somewhat personal by saying that. more ground was successfully 
cultivated, though the field was small—more thoroughness 
shown in all of the branches taught than was found in many of — 
the larger ones. This was true in every recitation, so that we 
cannot particularize any. If we are not much mistaken the 
representative from our own town will, all else being equal, be 
heard from in the future. Miss Goodhue has a very happy way | 
of imparting instruction, and the fact of her continued connec- 
tion with this school is positive evidence of her success. 


DISTRICT NO. 1s. 


J. J. Woopsury, A gent. 

Summer Term,—by Miss Millie C. Waldo. This school has 
some active and promising scholars, and with a competent teacher 
its progress was insured at its commencemient. 

Winter Term,—George K. Wood, of Francestown, teacher. 
Here the wise course of keeping a tried teacher was pursued. 
The progress of the school justified the course. In scholarly 
zeal and proficiency in the branches taught this school takes 
high rank. Mr. Wood is now engaged with a select school in 
this district, with a volunteer force from other districts. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


James M. Watpo, Agent. 

_ One term, by Miss Laura A. F. Reed. We found but three 
scholars present in the early part of the term, and saw no good 
reason why it might not be a profitable one, but after a few 


weeks its numbers increased to ten from other districts, in and 
” a 
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out of town. This addition, however, contributed but little 
towards its success. We feel it our duty to suggest to this 
district, under like circumstances, to procure the services here- 
after of a male teacher armed with a good hickory sprout or 
rattan, and after a thorough application in the right direction, 
will; we think, determine beyond a doubt as to whether the 
teacher or the scholars are master of the situation. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Grorer H. Witson, Agent. 

Two terms, successfully taught by Miss Hattie 8S. Stowell, of 
South Weare. This was Miss Stowell’s first effort, and, though 
young, she promises to rank among the best. Scholars not ad- 
vanced, yet fair improvement was made in the two short terms. 
The inhabitants of this district will amend their facilities for 
schooling when they can determine what action will best pro- 
mote their general interest. Their present house is not true to 
name. Evidence of this was shown at the close of one of the 
terms ; when remarks were called for from the friends present, 
a response came from the basement, evidently from some of a 
numerous family (of a itterary turn of mind) who had there es- 
tablished their headquarters, sounding very much to our ears 
like the shrill whistle of the ground-hog. While we commend 
the good sense of the brute (although quite out of order), we 
doubt not that facts will warrant us in saying more of those who 
have the educational interest of this community at heart. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Henry H. Putrpricr, A gent. 

Summer Term,—under the instruction of Miss Mattie E. 
Young, of Deerfield. Miss Young is.a model teacher, but did 
not bring to this school room the energy and perseverance so 
much needed. There was a great lack of interest plainly visi- 
ble on the part of the scholars which seemed to have become’ 
almost chronic. The cause of this State of affairs seemed to 
point unmistakably back to prior terms. At any rate it had 
gained such a growth that no teacher of ordinary ability could 
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correct it in a single term. Consequently we could but demand 
of Miss Anna H. Eastman of South Weare, teacher of the 
winter term, to in some measure at least correct this; rein- 
forced as the school was by larger scholars, who seemed dis- 
posed to set an example worthy the imitation of the younger 
members. At the closing examination there was shown evident 
improvement in many of the studies. We would particularly 
make mention of those in reading and spelling of the letters, 
some who had not failed in a single instance. It is evident 
there is also a great lack of interest on the part of the parents 
and friends of this district. We failed to meet any in the 
school room in our several visits, and the register shows but few 
during the term. ‘This being true, we failed to see any reliable 
source from which many damaging reports were put in circula- 
tion relative to this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. _ 


ApsramM Mervin 2d, Agent. afl * 

Union with Weare Mrs. M. Louise Richards, of New Bos- 
ton, teacher. Grammar Term. New Boston interest in this 
school was five scholars, which I incidentally learn was well 
cared for by Mrs. Richards. We failed to visit it. 

Winter term under the instruction of Mr. Alvin Hadley, of 
Goffstown. Mr. Hadley’s success as a teacher has become an — 
established fact, this being his fifth term in this school. Truly, 
the good people of this district believe in more than the third 
term, so far as it relates to the good of their school interest. At 
this session our town had five representatives. We regret that 
circumstances prevented our being present at either examina- 
tion. 


In closing this Report, we desire to extend our thanks to the 
several Prudential Committees , teachers, scholars, and all friends 
of our public schools, for their uniform kindness and co-opera 
tion.
